For its second locture of the sea- 
son, the Canadian Club has been very 
fortunate In securing the Hon. Frank 
Koofer, M.P. for Port Arthur. 

The subject of Mr. Keefer's address 
Is ono of intense interest at the pres- 
ent moment, and will deal with the 
problom of the deepening of the St. 
Lawrence River In order to make it 
a water highway. A benefit llkowlsc 
to bo derived from the project Is an 
lmmonso increase in available water- 
power. 

Mr. Keefer has been one of the 
Canadians most prominent In con- 
nection with this dovelopmont; and 
the materialization of his ideas took 
place last summer when the Inter- 
national Waterways Commission mot 
in Washington to discuss this very 
scheme. 

At the present moment, the wheat 
and other Western products, iustead 
of coming directly by boat to Mont- 
real and thence distributed over the 
Whole world, are held up at Port 
Arthur and other western points, and 
a groat deal ils shipped via New York 
to Montreal. This means for the 
Canadians a tremendous loss.

McGllI of former days, however, was 
In attendance, anxious and willing to 
show this last courtesy to one whose 
worth they had proved and appreci- 
ated. The Governors, Principal and 
Staff, together with representatives 
from other branches of provincial 
education, occupied prominent posi- 
tions, lending the necessary academic 
and official recognition to tho gather- 
ing. 

Dr. D. J. Fraser, Principal of the 
Presbyterian College, assisted by Dr. 
E. T Rexford, Principal of tho Dio- 
cesan Collogo, the Principal of tho 
University and Dr. F. D. Adams, con- 
ducted the sorvlco with stately lm- 
prcsslvcness <ind reeervo. Yet thero 
w&s a notable absonce of that emo- 
tional touch, wltb/>ut which any ser- 
vice of tho kind seems lacking. As 
tho catalogue of the merits of Sir 
William were presented In precise 
and scholarly tones, the audience sat 
attentively sympathetic but seem- 
ingly cold; one longod for the Celtic 
fire of a Macnaughton to set that 
cold sympathy ablaze with personal 
feeling and emotion — the strains of 
"Lochaher N'6 More" rather than the 
Dead March from "Sftul." There was, 
however, nothing wanting In the 
enumeratiotf ' of thb' late Principal's 
sterling nùatltW.' As a devout 
churchman. "a "Bonify fighter" for 
Kiiii) ire as a scholar and education- 
alist Sir William was fashioned In no 
mean mould.

Intelligent and tho 
mystical, that "far In, deep down" re- 
gard for th,e ^IrltuaUwhich Is }.hc 
hall-mark ofithe best of his country- 
men.

ThU effort called htm to 1>o held In 
high osteom In the United States, 
where his fame was porhapB greatest 
In his lifetime. It was no mean 
honor that was conferred whon the 
academic head of McGIll wa* ap< 
pointed chairman of the ("arnoglo 
.Institut*» for the Advancement of 
Teaching. 

Dr. Fraser dealt mainly, however, 
on Sir William's merits as scholar 
and educationalist. Educated at 
Edinburgh and Oxford. McGlll's 
former Principal became President of 
University College. Dundee, from 
which place he was called,., to. be 
executive head of this University— « 
position which he held from 1895 to 
1919. Always an ardent humanist, 
he yet knew the value and proportion 
of theory and practtce. tempering 
jierhaps Mcflill's obvious tondency to 
over-praetlcallty by a continual ap- 
peal for the rightful place of the 
liberal arts. He felt keenly, too, the 
twofold duty of a University to make 
good citizens and at the aama time to 
carry on the torch of knowledge from 
one generation to another. Although 
Sir William may have made academic 
enemies In running counter to vari- 
ous schools, he was never disloyal to 
his colleagues or ungenerous to those 
who dirfcrod from him In conscienti- 
ous opinion. Undoubtedly, our late 
Principal carried McGlll's name to 
honor amongst her sister colleges In 
America. At home he kept a deep and 
sympathetic Interest in the etudents 
— an Interest, however, neither osten- 
tatious nor easily expressed.- • 

Always public-spirited', Sir William 
encouraged the teachers" and In- 
structors of the province to generate 
and foster enthusiasm for education 
in the public school both by precept 
and example. Education, ho claimed, 
was not measured by Buccess In ex 
atnlnatlons so much as by evidence of 
good manners, courtesy and public 
Bplrltednesa. 

Concluding with a personal ac 
count of Sir William, the speaker 
portrayed him as shy, lonely and Iso- 
lated — a humanistic scholar in a 
practical university. His subtle 
humor, his leisurely activity pointed 
to tho skilled fencer rather thari tho 
hoavy-welght fighter; hè used a 
rapier often and with success against 
tho heavier bludgoon. Although 
eager to remain a "home" man, he 
was advertised wlth-the vulgar and 
linked with the plncc-sceker. Sir 
Wllliaim's life, in short, has left to 
Mf.Glll a stimulus for noble endeavor; 
he seems to say, in effect, "Keep your 
llfo work always before you, display 
no half-heartcdncss or disloyalty, but 
always strive for tho Ideal of good 
ness and truth."
